new cable

G & S Cable Company, in 
conjunction with the Northern 
Area School District, has recently 
begun broadcasting a new channel 
which posts information 
happening within the area 
schools. 

Channel 20 has been in 
operation for approximately three 
weeks. The channel airs 
information such as the times of 
PTO and executive meetings, the 
times of sporting events up to a 
week in advance, daily menu 
choices, and other activities taking 
place at the schools during the 
week. Cancellations and delays 
of school and sporting events due 
to inclement weather will also be 
broadcasted

in the school administration

building and the operating 
equipment is programed at 
Northern High School Two 
secretaries arc responsible for 
typing the day by day events 
directly into the system and 
making updates during the day 
when necessary The system is 
presently capable of sending out 
only wntten words, but according 
to the distict's substitute 
Superintendent, Dr Joseph 
Gaclino, addiuonal equipment will 
be acquired in the future to set the 
channel to music 

The idea to implement a 
Northern School District 
information channel on the dials 
of G & S subscribers came from 
the successful outcome of a 
simitar channel in Carroll 
Township. 

"The cable campany is big 
with the education system," said 


Barb Williams from Dillsburg's G 
& S office. "We offered them a 
contract and they started 
broadcasting three weeks ago" 

Channel 20 has been 
favorably received by the 
community and Gaclino has heard 
many positive responses from 
viewers that this type of 
information is made available to 
the public The only drawback to 
the station is may feel that the 
silence detracts from the channel 
According to Gaclino, "the silence 
will be remedied soon" as the new 
equipment is on order 

In the future, the school 
district will have the option to 
purchase a video camera and VCR 
for the taping and televising of 
sporting events and other 
acti vines.
